It is stated on what is considered excellent author- 
ity, that an advance in prices of: both black and gal- 
vanized sheets is contemplated, and that it is expected 
that this advance will be made prior to the middle of 
April. 








A PECULIAR situation is present in the sheet metal 
trade, and because of its not being generally under- 
stood the jobbers of sheets in galvanized 
Embarrass ond black and also manufacturers of 
ment in Sheet > . . 
Prices, uttering, spouting and other items of 
galvanized and other sheet metal prod- 
ucts are placed in an embarrassing position. During 
the closing months of 1907, because of the lack of 
confidence then prevalent, prices of galvanized and 
other sheets in a gradual way were shaded at the 
mills and elsewhere to an aggregate reduction per ton 
of about three dollars. The shading process occurred 
in small concessions covering a period of two or three 
months. It is stated that these concessions were not 
wholly open to the general market, but that they were 
available to good buyers, though scheduled market or 
card prices remained. unchanged, and naturally sheet 
jobbers and manufacturers of sheet products took ad- 
vantage of the shadings, and in turn surrendered their 
benefits to their patrons. Following this, the steel 
interest rearranged its price list on the sheet commodi- 
ties herein referred to, and upon January 6 announced 
a sharp reduction of $4 per ton on galvanized and 
other sheets. The announcement was a public one, 
but the $4 cut applied to the established card rate in- 
stead of to current prices, which were then substantial- 
'y $3 per ton under the card in the regular jobbing 
market. This fact, however, was not generally known 
or understood, and as a result the jobbing and manu- 
facturing interests in sheets and sheet products were 
unable to meet expected corresponding reductions, and 
aS a Consequence confidence in prices was destroyed. 
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As a consequence sheet jobbers throughout the 
country, and particularly in the West, are pressed for 
prices in accord- with a misunderstood condition of 
affairs and the trade is therefore in a badly demoralized 
condition at a time when it should be at its best, and 
much material of the kind indicated is going into the 
hands of consumers practically at cost. The condi- 
tion is a very bad one. It conveys a strong argument 
in favor of net market price statements as accompani- 
ments to card price reductions, announcements by first 
hands, to the end that ruling prices governed thereby 
may not be misunderstood, and this, we think, the 
jobbing and other interests are entitled to. 








Many of the causes to which have been attributed 
the recent financial troubles and the attendant pre- 
vailing lack of confidence are wrong in 

Why Our premise and altogether deficient in logic 

Panic. and nearly all of them may be classed as 
results of conditions rather than causes. 
It is not to be supposed that the crisis was brought 
about by a lack of money or from a defective condi- 
tion of our banks. Money conditions, however, in the 
nature of inelastic currency conditions in this country 
no doubt contributed largely to the general embar- 
rassment but the real cause laid in a disregard of 
the fixed rule of political economy that capital limits 
industry. It happened that in the upward rush of our 
affairs new and old enterprises, speculative and other- 
wise, calculated far beyond the possibilities of avail- 
able capital and to an extent that must cause a stop, 
and readjustment of plans when the point was ar- 
rived at where the reserves of capital were found far 
short of extravagant American demands. 

In the matter of labor, as well as in the matter of 
capital, we have been grossly imprudent in disre- 
garding the natural possibilities of adapting ourselves 
to what must prove ruinous conditions. Whether we 
are paying labor more or less than it believes itself en- 
titled to does not enter into the matter. The question 
is are we paying it more than conditions justify. 

It happened at a time when we were at the zenith 
of a phenomenally prosperous period, and utilizing 
the available capital to an unusual extent that certain 
things transpired at Washington that to an extent dis- 
credited not only the railways but also many other 
great industries in.the financial markets of the world, 
and also to a considerable extent antagonized large 
capitalists, and here a destruction of confidence began 
that swept like a wave across the country with the 
usual and anticipated result. We have escaped seri- 
ous injury, it is true, because of our vitality and won- 
derful natural resources, but the fact remains that in 
the depression occasioned by our recent panic we 
merely paid the penalty of doing business beyond the 
limit of available capital.

been had which forbids the manufacture 
or sale under any conditions unpenalized of paints that 
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are not wholly up to state imposed conditions of 
purity, and the law governing paints also provides 
that paint packages must always truthfully show 
by distinct letters and figures upon their labels the 
nature of the contents by naming the contents and 
the nature of the ingredients that go to make up the 
aggregate. Thus the paint trade by this and by other 
conditions that must be conformed to is safeguarded 
in a manner intended to wholly forbid the adulteration 
and the prostitution of ready-mixed paints upon which 
the welfare, prosperity and well being of the people 
of North Dakota depends to a great extent. The 
action has proved a most beneficial one for the people 
of the state by practically ridding it of the imposition 
of worthless concoctions under the name of paint and 
by putting upon a higher and safer plane the worthy 
articles of this line of industry. The action that has 
been and is being taken by other states along these 
lines is largely modeled upon the action of North Da- 
kota, and stringent paint laws along the same lines are 
to be expected by many states during the year. 


Going further and aiming in the direction of laws 
enacted by the United States government for the pre- 
vention of adulteration of food and other things Rep- 
resentative Marshall of North Dakota has introduced 
in Congress a bill to prevent the manufacture, sale or 
transportation of adulterated or unlabeled paint, tur- 
pentine or linseed oil in the District of Columbia, or 
in any state or territory of the United States. The 
penalty clause of the bill provides that upon each con- 
viction the guilty party may be fined not to exceed 
$500 or be sentenced to one year’s imprisonment, or 
both, and that for each subsequent conviction shall be 
fined $1,000 or be sentenced to one year’s imprison- 
ment, or both. The measure is a comprehensive one, 
and is aimed at the destruction of a worthless, dis- 
honest feature that has attached itself to a worthy 
industry. 

It is not generally known that the legitimate pre- 
pared paint trade in its inception and development had 
a much harder struggle to gain the recognition that it 
was by merit and advantages entitled to than has 
almost any other industry, and this, largely because of 
the ignorance, selfishness and shortsightedness of 
those who formerly had to do with painting in the 
cays of its hand mixing and stirring preparation. 
There arose a prejudice against the new paint, and a 
united prejudice at that, even in the face of facts, 
proofs, contentions and actual practice that proved the 
superiority and economy of the ready-mixed article, 
and it was only by the strictest honesty in quality, 
the maintenance of the very highest standards and 
much strong missionary work that the industry was 
developed at all, hence it is a serious misfortune to 
everybody that abuses in the way of the debasement 
of the commodity should have crept into the industry, 
and perhaps no one understands and feels this so 
keenly as the honest makers of paints. But this does 
not alter the fact that much poor, worthless stuff is 
sold in the name of paint that is not paint at all, and 
it is put upon the market in a form and manner that 
is intended to deceive and defraud, therefore strict 
measures looking to its elimingtion from the market 
are certainly much needed and their success will be 
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hailed with much satisfaction by the makers of anq 
dealers in honest paints. 

What does the average dealer in paints know aboy 
the goods he buys of this character anyway, Po,j. 
tively nothing, except by reputation; the reputation of 
the makers and the work done with it under his own 
observation. It is sealed up in a tight package when 
he receives it and when he sells it. He is guided 
wholly by numbers and reputation, and perhaps. , 
patch of color, and in most cases if the article was 
open for examination he would know no more about 
it. If he is imposed tipon by a smooth salesman and 
a worthless article in paint it is his misfortune as 
much as it is anybody’s, for his share of the reputa- 
tion, which is really the sustaining power of the paint 
trade, is destroyed frequently beyond repair. A seri- 
ous fault in merchants who buy paints to sell in their 
stores is the temptation to buy cheap and too cheap, 
Success in this direction is apt to hurt both ways. 
Paints bought too low must lack in quality, and if 
lacking in quality they must fail in the hands of the 
consumer. The price of good paint is well estab- 
lished, and most everybody who sells it knows it quite 
well, therefore it is far better to talk and work on 
and to keep in stock quality and not worry about the 
competitor who is content to handle the cheapest stuff 
he can get hold of. Cheap stuff must and always 
does kill itself, sooner or later. 

There is little doubt, however, that some regulating 
influence is needed in the matter, the paint we pay 
our good money for, partakes of a mysterious nature 
that the layman can know little about, and it 
is to be hoped that the measures on foot in 
the states and in Congress will eventuate in 
a manner that will bring about ample protection for 
painters, paint sellers, paint makers and their money 
and reputations.

My friend W. C. Dickey of the Ward-Dickey Steel 
Co. of Indiana Harbor, Indiana, is out with another 
of his periodical trade bracers in the form of another 
optimistic trade letter which may be considered a lit- 
erary cocktail. This is it. 

“Whether it was a Comet,—Sun Spots,—a Wall 
Street Water Spout, an Aurora Borealis—or a cul- 
mination of causes, that brought about the recent re- 
versal of prosperity, the effect was to send “57 varie- 
ties’ of shivers creeping down the business spine of 
the country. 

“We are recovering. Don’t go short on the United 
States. An enterprising people in a productive coun- 
try will pay dividends. We produced over ten bil- 
lion dollars actual wealth in 1907, which must go to 
market. Some goes thus: $100,000,000 carried abroad 
annually by the American tourists and forgotten; 
$75,000,000 sent home every year by our foreign-born 
working men; $300,000,000 being expended on for- 
eign soil, to build a canal with no U. S. ships to sail in 
it; $200,000,000 per year paid to foreign steamship 
lines to carry our own products to market. Congress 
seems to think this good policy. 

(Incidentally, we export a few ‘American Beau- 
ties’ at so much per.) 

Great is 
America! We can produce the wealth, if we keep 
busy,

Some of the experiences of retail hardware mer- 
chandizing are peculiar and some of the methods used 
to change conditions are well worth while knowing. 
A peculiar case of going right is told me by a Michi- 
gan dealer as follows: 


“I bought a hardware stock, invoiced at about $4,-. 


000, offered by a merchant who had been established 
in a slow going town for over twenty years. The 
stock was not in bad shape, and the store was located 
in the middle of the principal business part. Some- 
how or other thesttade had been going back for some 
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time before I bought the store, and kept go- 
ing back for about six months after. Then I made 


up my mind to find out what was the matter, and, if 
possible, to remedy the trouble. I found out that 
although I had a good stock of mechanics’ tools, 
stoves and other reliable hardware, that most of my 
sales were on nails and fence wire and other lines, on 
which practically no profit could be realized. Then I 
put in a stock of popular household goods—about 
$100 worth—placed it in the center of the store, and 
marked everything in plain figures. Before that my 
prices had all been in secret characters. The effect 
of my first ad was really a stunner to me. People 
who had never been in the store before came in and 
bought, came again and brought their neighbors along 
—most of them women, too. When the stove buying 
season was at hand I got hold of retail mail order 
catalogues, and had a big circular struck off contain- 
ing a page of each catalogue, and printed above the 
two pages this headline: ‘No guessing about this, you 
see the stove you order before you pay, and we save 
you the freight.’ Then I had a couple of cheap stoves 
put in my window, with cards reading like this: “This 
is a mail order stove, you can buy it for the same 
price here, and we stand the freight.’ I got the stove 
trade that fall, and have had it ever since; and my 
business has kept growing regularly.” 


And, the opinion of another retail dealer who has 
been through the mill and has successfully worked out 
his own salvation on original lines is quite as interest- 
ing. He tells me this as his conclusion, and he work- 
ed out along these lines. He said to me: 

“All hardwaremen get to the same jumping-off 
place sooner or later. We tie up too much money and 
valuable floor and shelf space in stoves and imple- 
ments and heavy hardware. My advice would be to 
clear out those slow selling goods, all but, say, a sam- 
ple or two of each and put the money into quick sell- 
ing woodenware, brushes, tinware, glassware and no- 
tions. Every home uses these articles every day and 
you'll be surprised what a good average profit they'll 
pay. I did this very thing two years ago on the sug- 
gestion of one of my customers, and it’s the best move 
I ever made.”

At the New York state retail dealers’ hardware 
exhibition at Buffalo, during the recent annual con- 
vention, they tell me that a swell white enameled ware 
exhibit by Fungeman & Smith of Buffalo vanished, as 
it were, bodily, and it was learned later that a trusty 
watchman who was hired to watch this particular ex- 
hibit stole his job away from himself and that they 
got him with the goods on him.

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WORLD’S OUTPUT OF IRON ORE. 





The preliminary figures so far available to the 
3ritish Board of Trade are contained in a return 
issued the latter part of November. It is estimated 
that the world’s output of iron ore in 1906 was about 
125,000,000 tons, the principal producers being the 
United States, Germany, the United Kingdom and 
Spain, in the order given, these countries accounting 
for about 78 per cent of the total output. The fig- 
ures show that in the United States there was an out- 
put of 7,000,000 tons more than in 1905, the total 
being rather under 50,000,000 tons. In Germany there 
was an increase of over 3,000,000 tons, and in the 
United Kingdom and Spain of .1,000,000 tons each. 

There was a further large increase in the produc- 
tion of steel in the United States, while the produc- 
tion of Germany increased by about 1,000,000 tons, 
and that of the United Kingdom by about 650,000 
tons.

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Trade Report. 


HARDWARE. 

The manufacturing and jobbing hardware trade is 
substantially as good as at the present time as it ought 
to be. We do not mean by this that the people who 
represent these interests are satisfied with what is be- 
ing done just now but the fact remains that in a com- 
parison of the business of a number of years included 
in which are some of the years that have been more 
prosperous in hardware than any other years will show 
a good strong average of wholesale hardware mer- 
chandising for the current period of the current year. 
Following the holidays and following the first day of 
the year, trade which opened up slowly has increased 
steadily. 

Manufacturers have had a breathing spell that has 
permitted them to get caught up with their business 
and the same may be said as to the hardware jobbers. 

Throughout the West and Northwest in particular 
everybody has. money, everybody is buying. Retail 
stocks are in excellent condition, retail hardware deal- 
ers owe less than they have ever owed and they have 
less unpaid accounts on their own books than they 
have ever had. 

Summing the whole matter up as relates to the 
Northwest, it has been very truly said that the people 
of this great section probably would never have known 
anything about our recent panic if it had not been for 
the newspapers and even at that they have given the 
matter very slight consideration. 

Business is in fair condition to-day among jobbers. 
Prices are well sustained throughout, practically all 
lines and there seems to be little if any inquiry for 
reductions or shading. The Eaves Trough and Con- 
ductor Pipe Association on March 17 issued a new 
schedule of discounts in which nearly the entire line 
of eaves trough, conductor pipes, and cognate goods 
are affected. This readjustment went into effect on 
March 17, the day of its issue. The discount repre- 
sents an incerase of prices in the line of practically 
twenty per cent. Wire and wire products are still in 
strong demand in the market, and prices are steady 
with wire nails at $2.23; painted barb wire $2.38; gal- 
vanized barb wire, $2.68; smooth annealed wire, 
$2.08 ; smooth galvanized wire, $2.38; polished staples, 
$2.23; galvanized staples, $2.63. Car lots to retailers 
5c higher, less than cars 15c higher. 

In cut nails quotations are: Iron cut, cars, to job- 
bers, $2.38; cars, to retailers, $2.43; steel cut, cars, 
to jobbers, $2.28; cars, to retailers, $2.33. 





TIN PLATE, 

The tin plate market is getting into better shape. 
Orders are coming in more freely, and plants are grad- 
ually resuming. Business at present is mainly routine, 
but manufacturers are optimistic over the outlook.

COPPER. 


The European movement is gradually shrinking, but 
its effect is over, and the manipulation of the huge 
stocks of the metal that were in this country six 
months ago has been carried through successfully by 
the American producers. The diversion of this sur- 
plus to the foreign markets has so far taken in the 
slack that it is now possible to handle the present pro- 
duction and surplus of the metal in this country with- 
out fear of a depreciation in price. Foreign manu- 
facturers have gained something over their American 
competitors in the fact that they have been able to 
secure large blocks of the metal at lower prices than 
the domestic consumers. 


There is every reason to believe with the improve- 
ment in the American market, that the large stocks in 
the European warehouses will be slow in coming out, 
owing to the greater ease with which they can be car- 
ried, and the prospect of an advance in the metal in all 
the markets of the world. So far as the American 
market is concerned, the daily increase in the takings 
of domestic consumers must be followed by a con- 
tinued strengthening of the market in the face of the 
rapidly diminishing surplus. Domestic consumption is 
gradually working back to normal proportions, but 
there is still no indication that the large manufactur 
ers of the metal will come into the market for an) 
large blocks of copper for some months yet. It had 
been hoped that the present low prices would have 
induced some speculation in the metal, but the effects 
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recent stringency in the money market have 
worn off, and operators are cautious to a de-

Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, will say in their weekly 
report: Current sales of Northern and Southern iron in this 
territory continue light, and this same is true of the reports 
from other points. There are some fair inquiries and busi- 
ness is still pending which would foot up a quite respectable 
tonnage for the week 

It is generally estimated that foundries and rolling mills 
are operating at about thirty per cent of their capacity and any 
immediate increase in this operation’is problematical 

While several grades and varieties of pig iron are being 
called for, Basic is to all intents the strongest one on the list, 
and is being kept up by the demands for. this grade which 
have been coming in for some time. 

There is a better sentiment among buyers toward future 
business than there has been heretofore this year and, slight 
as this tendency is, it should not be disregarded as an indica- 
tion that some contracting is being done for future delivery 
and the need for pig iron in such business must be investigat 
ed and taken care of. Specifications for shipments on hold-up 
contracts are still proceeding at about the same rate and the 
iron is going directly into the melt. 

Pig iron buying has been stimulated at some points by 
the fact that many of the high priced orders held over from 
last year on which shipments have been going forward, have 
been worked out and consumers can proceed to figure their 
costs and profits on contracts on the present market 


Matthew Addy & Co., Cincinnati, will say in their weekly 
report: There will be no lion in the iron trade this month 
It is a nice little lamb of a month, but it is a lamb that is 
growing evety day and getting a little bit more woolly right 
along. In other words, business is slow, but not dead. 

The actual transactions are mostly comparatively small 
and all for practically quick delivery, but the volume of trade 
is growing. We struck low water mark with a dull, cold 
thud some time last November or December, and ever since 
the beginning of this year the iron trade has been reviving, 
taking as the standard the amount of iron melted. Judged 
by the fact that the consumption of iron is steadily increas 
ing, not rapidly, but slowly and surely, things are improving 

In the way of prices, there has been no improvement 
As a matter of fact, there is something of a deadlock be 
tween consumers and producers in the matter of quotations 
Many consumers seem to have an idea that in spite of th 
terrific shrinkage in the values of pigiron that there is still 
room for a further reduction, and they are trying to beat 
down the market. For some time past these efforts have 
been entirely unavailing, and furnacemen have refused to 
make any concessions. In the case of many of them it is 
difficult to see how further concessions would be possible in 
view of the fact that prices are already at the cost of pro 
duction.
